WHAT THB KETHODI8T0 GAINED B» IT— 


CUBIOU8 BTOKT Or TBCDJUEH. 


Father Cart-wright, in his" antobiogra- 
hy, gives some facts to show that this 
arthquake proved an element of strength 
a the Methodists: He says: 
" In'the winter of 1812 we bad a very 


severe earthquake. It seemed to stop the 
urrent of the Mississippi, broke flatboats 
ooae from their moorings, and opened 
large cracks or fissures in the earth. This 
arthquaka struck terror to thousands of 
eople, and under tbo mighty panic' bun- 
reds and thousands crowded to and joined 
lie different churches.

I had preached in Nashville 
lie night before a second dreadful shook 


came to a large congregation. Early the 


ext morning I arose and walked out on 
16 bill near the house where I "had 
reached, when I saw a negro woman 
oming down the hill to the spring, with 
\n empty pail oa her head. (It U very 
ommon for negroes to carry water this 


way, 
without touching the pail with either

where I stood, the earth began to

nildinga fell 'with a loud crash, bun- 
reds of the citizens suddenly awoke, and 


sprang into" the streets... JLoud scream- 
ing followedVfoa many ^thought the-day 


f judgment was come. The yonng mie- 
resses of the above named negro woman 
came running after her, and begginfr her 
o" pray for them. She raised the shout 
and said to them, "My Jeens is coming in 
he clouds of heaven, ijand I can't wait to 
ray for you now'; 'I must go and meet 
im. I told you so, that he would come, 
nd you would not believe me. Farewell, 
lallelujah t Jesus is commg, and I am 
eady. Hallelujah! Amen. 
And on she 


went, shouting and clapping her hands, 
with the empty pail on her bead. 


Near RumeUville, Itogan county, Ken- 


tucky, lived old Brother Valentine Cook, 


f very precious' memory with his wile 
'abitha. Brother Cook was a graduate of 
sokeabury College,"at an early day in the 
lietory of Metbodiam in these United 
States. He was a very pious, successful 
>ioneer preacher, bat, for the want of a 
nfficient support lor a rising-and rapidly 
ncreasing family, he had located, and was 
beaching school at the time of the above' 
named earthquake. He and his wife wen 
n bed -when thn earth began to shake and 
tremble. He sprang out of bed, -threw 
pen tho door, and began to shoot,' and 
tarted with nothing'on but his night- 
lothee. He steered'nia coarse east, shout- 
ing every etep, saying, "My Jesus is 
oming I" His wife took after him, and 


the top of her voice cried ont, "O, Mr. 


Cook, don't leave me f ' 


"O, Tabby," eaid he, "my Jesns is 


ooming, and I cannot wait for-; >n," and 
u he went, shouting tit every jump, "Sly 
eaos is coming; I can't wait for, you, 
'abby." 
Tbe years of excitement by these earth- 


quakes hundreds joined the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, and though many were 
incere and stood firm, yet there were 
.nndredB that no doubt had joined them 
rom mere fright. - 


The earthquake gave Teenmseh, the 


ihawnee ohieftan, the reputation of a 
Prophet {among the Indians of Alabama. 
L few months previous to'this event be 
was on his way to the Southern Indians to 
unite all the tribes of the. SouthJ with 
liose of the North in his grand scheme ol 
exterminating the whole white nee from 
he wide extent of tbe Husissinpi valley, 
rom the lakes of the North to the Gulf oi 
ileiico. Drake, in his memoir of Tecum- 
eh, gives this anecdote : 


On his return from Florida, Tectunseh 


went among the Creeks in Alabama, urg- 
ng them to unite~with the Semmolefl. 
Arriving at Tuckhabatchee, a Creek town 
an the Talaposa river, he made hie way to 
be lodge of the chief, called .the Big 
Warrior. He explained his object, deliv- 
ered his war talk, presented a bundle ol 
ticks, gave a 'piece of wampum and a 
latchet; all of which the Big Warrior 
ook. 
When Tecumseh reading the^in- 


entions and spirit of the Big Warrior, 
coked him in the eye.'ftnd—:-"— v-°- 
inger toward his face, said: 
is white, you have taken my talk, but 
ron do not mean to fight; I know tberea- 
ion. "you do not believe the Great Spirit 
las sent me, yon.sball know; I leave Tuck- 
labatohoe directly, and shall go straight 
to Detroit. When I arrive there I wiU 
stamp on thejgronnd with 'my foot, and 
shake down every house in Tuckhabat- 
chee " So saying, hVtufned and left the 
Jig Warrior in utter amazement at both 
lis manner'and his threat, and punned 
lie journey. The Indians were struck no 
ens with his conduct than was the Big 
Warrior, and began to dread the arrival 
of the day when the threatened calamity 
would befall them. They met often and 
talked over this matter, and counted the 
days carefally, to know the time when Te- 
nmeeh would reach Detroit. Tho roorn- 
ng they bad fixed upon as the period of 
iis arrival at last came. A mighty rumb- 
ing was heard—the Indians all ran out of 
their houses, the earth began to shake; 
when at last, sure enough, every house 
n Tuckhabatehee was -shaken down/The 
exclamation was in every month "Teonni- 
sehhasgotto Detroit IV' The effect, was 
electrical. The message he had delivered 
to the Big Warrior was believ«d,and many 
of the Indians took their rifles land pre- 
pared for the war. The reader will not be 
lurprised to learn that the earthquake 
lad produced all this: but ha will He, 
doubtless, that it should happen on the 
very day on which Teonmwh .arrived at 
Detroit, and in exact fulfillment of his 
threat. It was the famous earthquake of 
New Madrid.

shirt-sleeve. Wetting a shirt-sleeve, hang 
it to dry before a burning fire, and then 
lying in bed, watch it till mid-night, when 
as the clock strike.s tho solemn hour, the 
apparition of the future spouse will ap- 
pear and turn the sleeve. 


TheroisaUo tho pulling of knilutookn, 


which is still practiced. Those who wish 
to try its virtue must go hand iu liand, 
with closed eyes, and pull the first kail- 
stock they meet.

I/ 
into the ono containing the clean water, 
they* fire to marry a rnniden ; if into tho 
foul water, a widow ; if into the empty 
dish, fates destines them to Ine alone.

The) city tod fortreM ol. H«ti h»»e been 


made famous by the WM-fcetwwm France 
•ad fm*ri» -fiTsxnu on scooamt of the 
protneted tiegcj of the place by the Oer- 
man*; famous by teuon ofita persistent 
defence and chatp wrtie* under 'Bsxaine,' 
and famotn by its capitulation, -wMcV-we" 


Metx is, or was, a fortified city of 


France, the capital of the Department of' 
the Motelle. It U situated at the conflu- 
ence of the riven SeiUe and Moselle, and 
distant 845 miles ea*jt by north from Paris." 
It was one of ihe strongest fortrcnee of 
France, ranking 'neat after Strasboarg,. 
and was garrisoned by 10,000 neaCTM 1m 
time of peace. It is suirouiided by a regn- 
lar system of fortifications, and entered,by 
nine different gales, furnished with 'drew 
bridges. The most formidable' raid im- 
portant oi the irvrks; whick-were .com- 
menced by Vautaini and Belle-laic, and 
completed by- Conaontaigne, are, >th» fort 
of Belle OoLx, which' commands the'east- 
ern part of the city'from fort desAlls; 
mandate the rivor; the For('•JU'-Double' 
Cooronne, which protects .the ' southern 
portion; and tho Redoate da Pate, vl&V 
forms an island connected with'the city 
by a subterranean gallery. J^Inside~ the 
town there are many steep rand! narrow 
streets. There is also the aissaal, a cath- 
edral,, the church of. Nacre IXune. de la 
Rondo and the Abbey of St. Vincent—re- 
ligions edifices of very great antiquity. 
There is a military hospital, a hall of jus- 
tice and public library also, llctz con- 
tain!) many Catholic churches, a Ctlrinist 
church and several Israelite synagogues. 
The city bad, before the war. manufactor- 
ies of woolen ac>od->, hosiery, plash, beer, 
tiles, naiU and so forth. 
The annual 


value of it* products was estimated as 
equal to $2.000,000. 


Metz was known to the Romans under 


the name of Dnidorura. This was changed 
subsequently to tjhat of Mediomatrici, the 
place boinir then tbe capital of Bvlgio 
Gaul. It wa* named Mittin in tho fifth 
century. From this it became celebrated • 
as the capital of Austria, which was"after- 
wards called the Kingdom of Metz, but 
which assumed the nnme of Lorraine in 
the middle part of the ninth century.1^; 


E irty in the tenth century Metz fell un- 


der the'power of Henry the Fowler, of 
Germany, but recovered it* independence 
in the eleventh century. After that peno J 
the city became famous for its commerce; 
with Germany, it* brilliant and'fasoinat-' 
ing society, and its pitronage of letters of 
art.
